A change in 
direction? 


N othing has highlighted 
the differences 
between Canadian and 
American politics more than this 
presidential campaign. 

It has left Canadians asking 
how a tax-evading, misogynistic, 
sexist, racist could possibly 
be elevated to a position to 
contend for the highest position 
in his country? How his party 
spokespeople could defend what 
seems so often to be indefensible? 
How statements proven to be lies 
can be repeated and given equal 
airtime with facts? 

Just think of the embarrassment 
and resignations on this side of 
the border, for comments and 
tweets that seem downright 
innocuous in comparison with 
some of the things Trump and his 
supporters have put out there, 
without apology. 

And there’s a deeper question. 
How can the American people 
bring together a fractured 
political system when they 
keep re-electing the same 
representatives and senators 
who have held the country in 
gridlock? Changing presidents 


is no solution to heal a deeply 
divided system. 

Especially when the divisions 
go so far beyond politics. 

Slavery may have ended 
over 150 years ago - with the 
Emancipation Proclamation of 
1863, the end of the Civil War and 
passage of the 13th Amendment 
in 1865, take your pick - but 
institutionalized discrimination 
persisted into the 1960s, and 
1970s. Jim Crow laws enforced 
segregation; black and white were 
separate but unequal. It has been 
less than a lifetime since black 
Americans were denied access 
to housing, education and jobs 
in many states, on the basis of 
nothing but skin colour. 

We have our own issues, on this 
side of the border - especially 
when it comes to our treatment 
of our indigenous people. But 
it looks like Americans need 
to start focussing on what they 
have in common, what unites 
them, instead of divisions and 
differences. It may be time for 
Americans to take a closer look at 
their political system, who they 
are, and who they want to be.

PHONE SCAM ALERT 

To the editor: In response to increased 
activity in its service territory, PowerStream 
is alerting customers to a telephone scam, in 
which customers are being threatened with 
having their electrical service disconnected 
if they do not provide immediate payment in 
the form of a pre-paid credit card. 

According to the reports, customers are 
receiving fraudulent calls from a phone 
number that may appear as “PowerStream” 


on call display. The perpetrator, claiming to 
be a PowerStream employee, instructs the 
customers to purchase a pre-paid credit card 
in the amount claimed to be outstanding 
on their electricity bill, and to call a specific 
phone number to provide the card and a 
personal identification number (PIN) as 
payment on their account. If this is not done, 
the customer is threatened with immediate 
disconnection. When the perpetrator’s 
phone number is called, the recorded 
message fraudulently suggests that the 
customer has reached PowerStream’s billing 
department. 

PowerStream never asks for a pre¬ 
paid card payment for any outstanding 
account balance. The company's standard 
procedure for overdue accounts is to provide 
multiple notices, including an automated 
reminder call followed by a hand-delivered 
Final Notice to the service address prior 
to disconnection. PowerStream does not 
disconnect services after 4 p.m. on weekdays, 
or any time on weekends or holidays. 

If a customer receives a suspicious 
phone call, do not provide any personal 
information, including PowerStream or 
credit card account numbers. Try to collect 
any information possible about the caller, 
and contact PowerStream's customer service 
department, 1-877-963-6900 during business 
hours to report the incident.

Clown threat in Innisfil 

There has been a trend among social 
media users in North American, featuring 
scary clowns threatening to attend schools 
to terrorize children. Several people called 
South Simcoe Police to report messages 
on Instagram, about clowns planning to 
attend Nantyr Shores Secondary School 
in Alcona.

“The safety of our students is of the 
utmost importance. Anyone who knows 
who is behind this behaviour should give 
us a call. It’s really a form of bullying, and 
students know that reporting it is the first 
step in stopping it," Williamson said. Police 
continue to investigate, to track down the 
origin of the online threats. 

Sexual assault 

Bradford - In May, South Simcoe Police 
began an investigation into a historical 
sexual assault. A suspect was identified, 
and contacted out of the province. When 
he failed to return as requested, a warrant 
was issued for his arrest. On Oct. 5, the 
suspect was located in Bradford and 
arrested. A 36-year-old Newfoundland 
resident has been charged with two counts 
of sexual assault and two counts of sexual 
interference, and held for a bail hearing.

Innisfil - At 6:11 p.m. on Oct. 5, an officer 
clocked a vehicle on the 9th Line of Innisfil 
at 164 kmph in a posted 80 kmph zone. 

The officer stopped the car, and charged 
the driver, a 32-year-old Innisfil man, with 
speeding and stunt driving.

After researching RVs, they 
purchased a 32-foot Heartland 
Sundance and decided to start 
their new lifestyle in an area 
with which they were familiar 
— Prince Edwaid Island. 

It was just the two of them, 
plus their chocolate Lab, 
Bella, and cat, Paris Frances, 
in approximately 300 square 
feet of living space. 

“The benefit of the life¬ 
style is you ready don’t have 
a lot of expenses,” Doolit¬ 
tle says. There’s gas, a camp¬ 
site, a phone, food, insur¬ 
ance. They further cut costs 
by “work camping" — car¬ 
rying out maintenance work 
around the campgrounds in 
exchange for a space.

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Ash borer a tree killer 



The trees are tall, straight, beautiful - and dying. Like the American elm and Dutch elm disease, and the 
American chestnut after chestnut blight, ash trees are being wiped out. The invasive emerald ash borer, a tiny 
winged insect introduced from Asia, is spreading unchecked across Ontario, and now Quebec, killing millions 
of ash trees and placing a heavy burden on municipalities as they remove and replace dead and dying ash 
trees on boulevards and in parks. At 100 Miller Park Ave., senior residents watched as arborists cut the limbs 
from a diseased tree to prevent it from becoming a hazard and posing a risk to passersby. There are other 
trees in the neighbourhood showing the telltale signs of emerald ash borer, and dying back. At some point, 
they, too, will have to be cut down, leaving gaps in the urban tree canopy. Mountain ash is not a true ash tree 
and is not vulnerable to emerald ash borer.

The annual budget for urban for¬ 
estry in Bradford West Gwillimbury 
now stands at $200,000 — $100,000 
for town parks and properties, and 
another $100,000 allocated in 2016 for 
maintenance of trees planted along 
the boulevards. 

sented to council in committee of the 
whole on Sept 20, proposed increas¬ 
ing the budget in 2017 to continue the 
work of removing and replacing dead 
and damaged trees on urban streets, 
and treating some of the town’s 
mature ash trees of “significant value" 
to protect them against the emerald 
ash borer (EAB). 

The town replaced 200 trees in 2015 
but saw a 15% mortality rate, believed 
to be due to drought and heat this 
summer. The trees, which are still 
under warranty, will be replaced by 
the contractor, but the report noted 
there is still a backlog for tree mainte¬ 


nance and replacement. 

So far this year, an arborist has dealt 
with 118 boulevard trees—87 of them 
high priority and 33 medium priority. 
Another 142 trees will be dealt with 
this fall, and another 100 trees planted, 
reducing the backlog to 247 trees. 

The wild card is the impact of the 
EAB, an invasive pest introduced 
from Asia, which has killed millions 
of ash trees across Ontario. The town 
has twice treated “significant” trees 
in parks and along boulevards since 
2014, when the EAB was first detected 
in the municipality, but “EAB contin¬ 
ues to be an area of great concern,” 
the report noted. While the treatment 
seems to be working in parks, ash 
trees along the boulevards continue 

trees on Lee, Masin and Cambridge 
streets that have not responded 
to treatment, council was told. All 
show up to 60% loss of foliage and 
are not expected to survive another 
year, a loss that will have “a signifi¬ 


cant impact on this neighbourhood." 
The report recommends removal of 
the ash trees before they become a 
hazard, in addition to further removal 
and replacement of dead trees else¬ 
where in town and another round of 
EAB treatment for healthy ash. The 
additional work would add $435,000 
to the tree budget in 2017 — $35,000 
for town-wide treatment for EAB, 
$150,000 to complete the work of tree 
replacement and $250,000 to remove 
theashtreesonLee, Masin and Cam¬ 
bridge streets. 

Mayor Rob Keffer asked if there 
could be cost savings by having some 
of the work done “in house" rather 
than contracting out. 

Community services director Terry 
Foran agreed the town would like to 
do more of the work itself, but con¬ 
tracting it out is a more efficient use 
of time and money. To do the work in- 
house would require additional fleet 
and additional equipment 

The proposed expenditures were 
referred to the 2017 budget 


Nature’s corner: 
Stashers and cachers

Being a student of history, I was 
always interested in stories of explor¬ 
ers and their expeditions. Many of 
these explorations involved trekking 
through isolated, desolate places, 
and it was important to cache valua¬ 
ble food resources and other survival 
equipment at key locations, which 
could be visited and relied upon in 
case of emergency. 

An experience my wife had recently 
reminded me animals have also been 
using the “stash and cache” survival 
method for a long time, using a vari¬ 
ety of strategies and taking advantage 
of some strange hiding places to store 
food. 

Often this is done to prepare for the 
lean days of winter. Country folk for 
centuries have predicted harsh win¬ 
ters by the amount of food-gathering 
activity of mammals and birds in the 

door is what caught my wife's atten¬ 
tion. As she opened the door, a grey 
squirrel jumped down from the door 
and dashed away. Stuck amongst the 
twigs on our door wreath, were several 
unshelled peanuts the squirrel had 
obviously stored there. 

Later in the day, I saw another (or 
the same) squirrel "plant” another 
unshelled peanut in the ground and 
very carefully tamp the soil overtop 
of it, with a patting motion of its fore- 

Red squirrels have a different 
method. They gather evergreen cones 


that are not quite ripe into large messy 
piles called middens. These are scat¬ 
tered throughout the forest in key 
locations, and each hoarding squir¬ 
rel spends much of the day fending off 
other squirrels with harsh chattering to 
keep its stash from being plundered. 

Woodpeckers, jays, chickadees and 
nuthatches are birds noted for their 
storage habits and techniques. All of 

they have to have a steady and ready 
food supply. 

Acom woodpeckers, from the foot¬ 
hills of California and Texas, drill row 
upon row of holes in oak trees, and 
carefully wedge acoms in each hole, 
which they will return to and feed 
upon when other food is scarce. Of 
course, other acom-eating birds such 
as jays will wage batdes with the wood¬ 
peckers over these food caches. 

Grey jays steal scraps of food from 
picnickers and campers, and use their 
saliva to coat the food so it will stay in 
place when they wedge it into cracks 
in bark for later use. 

One report I read mentioned some¬ 
one saw a nuthatch wedge sunflower 
seeds into an old boot that had been 
left in a shed at a cottage. Whatever 

The list of stashers and cachers goes 
on. Not to go into the gory details, the 
shrike, a type of predatory songbird, 

and small birds by impaling them on 
thorns, for consumption later on. 

No matter what the method, it’s 
another wonder of the natural world 
that both amazes and fascinates the 
naturalist in us.
